PITTSBURG, Pa., May 3.—The most dis- 
astrous fire that has visited Pittsburg since 
the great fire of 1845, e&cepting during the 
riots of 1877, destroyed $38,000,000 worth of 
merchandise and property last night and 
resulted in one death and the _  tin- 
jury of four other persons. Not only is 
the figure enormous, but it involves the 
camplete destruction of two of the greatest 
mercantile houses of Pittsburg. 

The great wholesale grocery establishment 
of Thomas C. Jenkins and the mammoth re- 
tatl sture of Joseph Horne & Co. are totai 
ruins, There remains of the first only jagged 
patches of walls, here and there, towering 
into blackened pinnacles, and of the latter 
there stands only the naked framework,

street to Cecil alley on Pennsylvania avenue, 
and from Cecil alley to Fifth street, to

acres.

ALL THE COUNTY IN ARMS. 


Men With Rifles, Shot Guns and Ropes 
Looking for Annie Junod’s 
Assailant. 


A hundred men, some on _ horseback, 
Others on foot, all armed, either with rifles, 
ehotguns or revolvers, and many carrying 
pieces of rope, searched the woods in the 
vicinity of Woodland all Sunday and ex- 
tended their lines into nearby towns. Mon- 
day they started out again. 

They are looking for the assailant of lit- 


tie Annie Junot and the search, which was 
begun at 6 o’Clock Saturday night, will last 
all Monday. 

So far it has been without avail, though 
constables of every town in the county, the 
Sheriff and his deputies and the police of 
Si. Louis have joined in looking for the 
criminal, 

The man who is wanted for as fiendish a 
crime as was ever perpetrated is thus de- 
scribed: About 5 feet 9 inches tall: weighs 
160 pounds; dressed in dark clothing that is 
ragged; of general unkempt appearance; his 
toes protruding through one of his shoe:<; on 

is face a three weeks’ growth of beard. 

This man knocked at the front door of a 
house in Woodland, eight miles from St. 
Louis, on the Wabash Railroad, Saturday 
afternoon. The house was that occupied by 
Mrs. Jennie Junod, widow of August Juno, 
who, until his death three years ago, was a 
prominent member of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and a grain dealer at Highland, III. 

The Knock at the door was answered by 
Annie, Mrs. Junod’s ll-year-old daughter. 
‘Do you want to buy any pictures, little 
one?" 

“Mamma is not in,” Annie replied. 

“Where is she?” he asked. 

“She's gone to the city.” 

“Anybody else at home?” 

“Only the baby.’ She referred to her lit- 
tle niece, aged 4. 

The man took Annie into the house and 
shut the door. 

An hour later a little girl pulled at her 
mother’s skirts. The youngster was out of 
breath. She had run a quarter of a mile to 
her home, and the person to whom she 
made a mild appeal was Mrs. Euretta 
on imam also a daughter of August Ju- 
nod, 

“Oh, mamma,” the child eried. ‘ Aunt 
Annie is awfully sick. But the man didn’t 
hurt her.’’ 

Brownell stopped sewing and took 

‘child upon her knee. In a few minutes 

she had learned all the little one knew. She 

ran to the home of her sister, Mrs. F. D. 

Hiampson, and both hurried over to their 
mother’s residence. 

Annie was found on a sofa in the bed- 
room. She was moaning and sobbing. “Oh, 
don’t kill me! don’t kill me!” she cried. 
“I'll never tell.’ 

Her sisters quited her fears. They held 
her hands and caressed her tear-stained 
face. Then they learned the story. 

“He seemed such a good man,’ little 
Annie said. “He made me get on my knees 
and pray. He told me to pray for him, 
that he needed the prayers of little girls 
and «then ——.”’ 

The story was the recital of a crime for 
which men have been burned at the stake 
in Texas and for which there may yet be 
a lynching in St. Louis County. 

Annie’s sisters summoned the neighbors 
and one man rode at a gallop to Baden 
and brought back with him Dr. Van Hoeff- 
en, The surgeon was busy with his pa- 
tient for nearly an hour and when he left 
he shook his head, saying: ‘‘Her condition 
is serious.”’ ; 

The women folks were so excited that 
it was not until the doctor had arrived 
that an alarm was given and a search be- 
gun for the criminal. It was then learned 
that he had lingered about the town for 
an hour after leaving the Junod residence, 
At this place he had stolen a Bible and a 
bottle of tooth powder. He tried to sell 
the former at several houses for 75 cente 
and then disappeared. 

The hunting party that was first formed 
did not start before 6 o'clock. It was com- 
posed of thirty young men of Woodland, 
and a thorough search was made as far as 
Ferguson, Normandy and Baden. 

Meanwhile St. Charles and Clayton auth- 
orities had been notified by telegraph, and 
the St. Louls police by telephone. 

All night the search continued, lights 
flickering to and fro in the woods, but to 
no avail. 

When day broke Sunday other men re- 
Heved the séarchers, and toward noon sev- 
eral detectives from St. Louis arrived, the 
County Sheriff came with deputies and con- 
stables flocked in from thé many county 
towns. An effort was made to secure blood- 
hounds, but none could be found. 

Finally, late Sunday afternoon F. D. 
Hampson, who led one party, became con- 
vinced the man had walked to Ferguson and 
then jumped a freight train. So word was 
gent all along the line. 

The search was abandoned Sunday night, 
but early Monday morning a score of young 
men started out once more, for they be- 
lieve the fellow is in hiding near the town.

Willie claimed the conductor knocked him 
off. He was seriously injured, A few days 
later his mother employed Attorney Miller 
and B. R,. Brewer to collect damages in the 
eum of $6,000. The attorneys filed a demand 
with the claim agent of the company la- 
stead of bringing sult. 

“Prospects were bright for collecting a 
fairly good proportion of the claim,” said 
Attorney Miller, “but the weakness of our 
client spoiled all her chances of good for- 
tune. A few days ago an alleged fortune 
teller visited the old negress and poured 
forth a long tale of woe.

HAVANA PROVINCE 


Insurgents Are Active There and Make 
‘ Several Successful 
Assaults. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—A special to the 
Press from Key West, Fla., says: 

Havana advices show that the insurgents 
are active in the province. Tapasta was at- 
tacked last week by a force of 40 in- 
surgents and held for an entire day, the 
Spanish garrison in one block house retir- 
ing completely. The Cubans took posses- 
sion of the vacated block house, looting it 
of all the arms and provisions they cou'd 
find, and then set it on fire. The other block 
house, with a garrison of 300 troops in and 
around it, kept quiet, no offensive opera- 
tions being attempted by the Spanish of- 
ficeer in command. The Cubans camped out 
within a half a mile of the Spanish force 
and plundered the store of the town with- 
out any opposition. 

La Heiba was attacked bv soldiers from 
Rodriguez's force the first of the week, and 
the Spanish garrison was driven out. There 
is a small earth fort there and two block 
houses. The Spanish loss is ‘said to have 
been about seventy-five killed and wounded, 

Word reached the palace yesterday thatra 
garrison of 200 men at a small town in the 
southwestern portion of the province de- 
serted to the insurgents last week, carrying 
all their arms and ammunition and a field 
pie Se, 


VILLAGES BURNED. 


Weyler’s Orders Are Carried Out in 
Santa Clara. 


HAVANA, May 3.—Gen. Weyler has or- 
dered his forces in Santa Clara Province 
to burn all buildings that they find in the 
country. San Joaquin, near San Diego del 
Valle, Esperanza, Nignas Hatillo and Ma- 
guaraya, small villages in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince, have been burned by the Spanish 
fosces in compliance with Weyler’s com- 
mand. The inhabitants have been obliged 
to concentrate in the large cities and die 
in hunger, but some of them have joined 
the insurgents. 

A report from Santa Clara says that thir- 
ty or forty persons die dally from starva- 
tion. Most of them are children, women 
and aged persons. The rich are obliged to 
give lodging to soldiers-without pay, re- 
ceiving all kinds of insults. 


CUBAN CAPTAINS ARRESTED. 


To Be Deported in Chains for Indef- 
inite Confinement. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from Havana says: The _ insur- 
gent captains, Rafael Mendoza Socarros 
and Ricardo Varrena Valdez, who volun- 


tarily surrendered a fortnight ago in Pinar 
Del Rio and were liberated under Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler’s amnesty decree, have been 
arrested. They are to be deported in chains 
to Ceuta for indefinite confinement. 


Zertucha May Be Deported. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from Havana says: 

“Dr. Maximo Zertucha, Antonio Maceo’s 
physician, who is alleged to have betrayed 
the Cuban General to the Spaniards, was 
arrested at his home near Guines yester- 
day and brought to Havana under close 
guard. He is now in the military prison 
in the fortress of La Cabana, opposite this 
city. He is held itncommunicado. It is un- 
derstood at the palace that Weyler has or- 
dered his deportment to Chafarinas Islands, 
the Spanish penal station off the African 
coast.’’

ADDITIONAL TAX 
VOTED ON BEER. 


THE SUB-COMMITTEE TACKS ON 
FIFTY CENTS A BARREL. 


MEANS $17,000,000 ANNUALLY. 


The Rush of Imports Indicates a Year’s 
Supply of Foreign Goods in 
the Country. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 3.—An addi- 
tional tax of 50 cents a barrel on beer was 
voted into the Senate tariff bill Saturday 
night by the Republican Sub-committee. 
Whether the item will stay until the bill 
gets into the Senate is not altogether cer- 
tain. Senators Aldrich, Allison and Wol.- 
cott prepared for an all-night session in 
the hope of getting the measure ready to 
report to the Finance Committee, but along 
toward midnight they declared they could 
not hope to make a report before Tuesday. 
Meanwhile they voted upon the beer tax. 

The present rate of $1 a barrel and the 
additional 50 cents will bring the treasury 
about $17,000,000 annually on the present 
rate of coasumption, This increase in reve- 
nue will not entail a dollar of additional] ex- 
pense for collection. The beer tax is now a 
part of the bill. Lower rates on lumber 
and wool are there, also, as well as a 
tariff on hides, and a reduction of the in- 
ternal revenue tax on spirits. The sugar 
schedule is substantially the same as that 
in the Dingley bill so far as results are 
concerned, but will make changes in phrase- 
ology and in the relative taxation of low 
grade und color sugar. Judging from the 
amount of work ahead of them the com- 
mittee will be lucky to report the bill Tues- 
day, 

The Treasury figures for the month just 
ended cenfirm Chairman Dingley’s state- 
ment, made a few days ago, and there is 
likely to be nearly a year’s supply of for- 
eign goods in the country when the new 
tariff bill goes into effect. While the ret- 
rospective clause, so called, of the Dingley 
bill probably prevented some of the new 
contracts which would have been made 
and the new orders which would have been 
given, it did not reduce the amounts of 
goods brought in during April, as com- 
pared with the preceding month. That 
clause of the bill provided that the new 
rates of duty should apply upon all goods 
coming in after April 1, which had been 
purchased prior to that date. This, of 
course, permitted all goods contracted for 
or ordered prior to April 1 to come in un- 
der the Wilson rates, and left it largely fn 
the hands of the importers to indicate by 
their own statements whether goods com- 
ing in after April 1 had been purchased or 
ordered prior to that Gate. Some of the 
importers have also clung to the belief 
that this feature of the bill would fail to 
pass the Senate, especially In view of the 
recent publications so indicating, while sttll 
others have chosen to take the risks of be- 
ing required to pay the extra duty in case 
this feature of the bill should become a 
law. 

The result of these conditions is that the 
total importations of foreign goods have 
jumped from $50,000.000 in August, 1896, to 
$80,000,000 last month. The most notable 
increase has come from non-dutlable arti- 
cles, which importers know will soon have 
to pay duty.

THE FILLEY MOVEMENT TO SUP-

FILLEY MAY BE PLACATED. 


But Smith Must Be Withdrawn and the 
Boss Allowed to Name the 
Postmaster. 


Just after the circus parade Monday 
morning, another procession was formed 
near the corner of Chestnut and Beaumont 
streets. 

The right rested on Beaumont. There 
was only one chariot, occupied by the man- 
ager, nearly all the participants following 
on foot, laden with valises and traveling 
bags. No brass bands attended tifis 
pageant, but it was only second in rich- 
ness and importance to that ‘of the profes- 
sional circus now in the city. 

It was the hegira of the Filleyites to 
Washington. 

The “boys” reached the Union Station in 


good order at 11 o'clock, having occupted 
only a few moments in passing a given 
point or twoon the road. Col. F. B. Brown- 
ell, Mark Chartrand, Collector Wenneker 
and Henry Reinstedler were the most prom- 
inent in the gathering of Republicans, and 
there were others of more or less ward and 
precinct fame, together with a larger crowd 
that hung on the outskirts and gave advice 
in large, substantial and deferential 
chunks. 

Perhaps the most important rumor which 
developed at the Union Station, was that 
while Mr. Filley had on his war paint an 
inch thick, there was yet beneath his 
rugged exterior a feeling that he might be 
placated, upon several conditions, chiefest 
of which was that he should be permitted 
to name the postmaster for the city of St.

There is hardly any question in anybody's 
mind that if Mr. Filley is allowed to name 
the postmaster, he will, after due consid- 
eration, name himself. And this is said 
to account, in a large measure, for he 
remarkable aggrezation which accompanies

Washington in.siate. In fact this we fe 
first public appearance in the character of 
a political commiitee, and heiive becomes 
an event of no common order in the minds 
of those who have only seen him seatad 
upon his dais, before his typewriter, issy- 
ing commands and directions without con- 
sulting anybody. 

The Kerensites, however, are contemplat-

A WORD TO THE TEACHERS. 

It is a good thing that the children of 
the St. Louis public schools are to take 
part in the grand athletic contest of the 
North American Turner-Bund at _ the 
Fair Grounds on Friday. It will be an 
experience the children will not forget. 
It will help to make them aspire to a 
vigorous and wholesome life, and will 
thus have an influence for good. The 
teachers are to be congratulated upon 
the active part they have taken in drill- 
ing the children and arousing interest 
in the festival. 

The Post-Dispatch hopes, however, 
that the teachers will exercise all possi- 
ble care over the children, both in going 
to and returning from the Fair Grounds. 
This is said because after the rehearsal 
on Saturday some of the teachers ap- 
peared to think-no further supervision of 
the children was necessary, and allowed 
them to get home as best they could, al- 
though in many cases the children resid- 
ed at the other end of the city and were 
as helpless as lost. sheep when thus 
abandoned. 

There will be from 10,000 to 12,000 chil- 
dren gathered at this festival. Many of 
the girls are at the most impressiogable 
age. The teachers pwe it to them and to 
all their pupils to see that they are as 
carefully chaperoned after the festival 
as before, and dismissed at the school, 
or at points as near as possible to their 
homes. 
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DELAY IS. DANGEROUS. 

This weck should determine the fate of 

the Humphrey bills of infamy in the II- 
linois House. 
If the opponents of those measures are 
able now to muster eighty-eight votes 
against them they should not permit the 
friends of the bills to postpone action 
upon them. As the Post-Dispatch has 
already pointed out, a change of twelve 
votes can carry these measures through 
the House and force-them into the stat- 
utes.

A majority of a quorum 
cam pass the bills, and with 65 men in 
the House whose votes they can control, 
the absence of 24 members would put the 
corporation boodlers and lobbyists in a 
position to override the intelligent opin- 

lon and conscience as well as the rights 
and interests of the people of the State.

ENGLAND'S “SPLENDID ISOLA- 
TION.” 

Not long ago, when England found her- 
self without an ally in Kurope, Sir Will- 
lam Harcourt spoke of her “splendid jso- 
lation.” | 

But England does not relish it. She 
in seeking allies to-day and finds it hard 
to get them, She might make common 
cause with France, as against Germany 
Russia and Austria, but in Egypt om 
ciand holds interests of which France ji« 
jJeajous. The same is true, though in less 
degree, of Italian feeling toward En- 
Kland, growing out of Abyssinian ques- 
tions. There is not a first-class Power in 
Europe which England has not affronted 
by her selfish policy of territorial ag- 
grandizement. 

If England prefers to hold on to every- 
thing now in her hands and maintain 
the “splendid isolation” now hers, she 
can do so for a few years longer. But 
if she wants allies, as she evidently does, 
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her holdings seized in opposition to the 
interests, if not the rights, of the rest 


of the world. Ge Rs | a 
THE “WANT OF CONFIDENCE.” 


Republican and goldite newspapers 
which find it difficult to square present 
business conditions with their prophecies 
of last year are beginning to say that 
fear of Democratic obstruction on the 
tariff bill is the cause of want of confi- 
dence and the delay in the revival of 
business. 

It is strange that these journals should 
have pu® off for so long an explanation 
which does not explain, but which is 
more likely to fool the gullible than any 
they have yet offered. 

Their first explanation of the continued 
depression was the fear of a war with 
bankrupt and feeble old Spain. Then 
the approach of the cyclone season was 
said to be impairing confidence and mak- 
ing capital timid. Next business was 
represented to be shivering in apprehen- 
sion of a widespread labor strike the 
first of May. The dissolution of the Steel 
Pool, at first heralded as the beginning 
of a boom, was declared destructive of 
business confidence after the boom failed 
to come. The Mississippi River floods 
were exploited as damaging to all sorts 
of trade and commerce. 

Altogether we have been made out to 
be doing business, in this great country, 
on the principle of the country town 
which debates as to whether a circus is 
good or bad for business. This is a vital 
question in every rural center, and not 
one of them has ever yet been able to de- 
termine satisfactorily whether a circus 
brings more money. to a place than. it 
takes out of it. 

Of course the Democrats will not ob- 
struct the passage of the tariff bill. If 
obstruction had. been their policy they 
would have initiated it in the House. It 
is to the Interest of the Democratic party, 
as well as of the country, that the Re- 
publicans be given opportunity to try 
their gold and high tariff policy.: If that 
policy can bring prosperity it will be 
welcomed by all good citizens irrespect- 
ive of party. If, as we believe, prosper- 
ity cannot be brought to the country by 
such means, then the sooner that fact ifs 
demonstrated the sooner will the desire 
of the people to try other means be made 
effective. 
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THE NEWSPAPER “TRUST.” 

A number of the newspapers that for- 
merly belonged to the United Press, 
which recently failed, are now making 
the charge that the Associated Press isa 
trust, and shouting “hypocrite” at news- 
papers like the Post-Dispatch that are 
attacking the Trusts. 

What is a Trust? And what are the 
characteristics that make Trusts hateful 
to the American people and menacing 
to republican forms of government? 

A Trust, in its present form, is a giant 

corporation, created by a few promoters 
and stock manipulators, who have used 
their combined capital to absorb, lease or 
shut down as many factories, mills or 
other industrial plants as in their opin- 
ion are necessary to put a stop to com- 
petition. A combine is thus formed 
whose main purposes-are to. limit pro- 
duction in order at prices may be 
raised. Incidentally, expenses are re- 
duced in this process, but they are re- 
duced chiefly by@hrowing men out of 
employment. The Trust attempts to 
“corner” or monopolize the entire trade 
or industry in a certain line of business 
or production. A Trust, then, is a com- 
bine formed to limit production, raise 
prices and monopolize industry. 
The Associated Press is not a combine 
formed to limit production, raise prices, 
or monopolize anything. The only Trust 
features it possesses are that it Is a com- 
bination, and that it reduces expenses. 
It does not limit producton. Its only 
product is news, which is open to every- 
body to gather. It does not raise prices. 
But for it newspapers could not be sold 
for one cent a copy. It has helped great- 
ly in lowering the prices of newspapers, 
and it has lowered the price of its own 
product—news—to its customers, the 
newspapers, 

The Associated Press is not a Trust, 

in the sense that the Sugar combine, the 
Tobacco combine, the Rubber combine, 
the Beef combine, the Steel combine and 
the other combines are Trusts. It has 
none of their objectionable features. It 
has done none of the lawless acts these 
combines have been guilty of. Its only 
result, so far as the general public is 
concerned, is to enable newspapers to »e 
placed in the hands of readers at a price 
that would have been considered inipos- 
sible twenty years ago. 
The news field is as open as it ever was 
to newspapers not in the Associated 
Press. The product has not been monop- 
olized and cannot be monopolized. It 
is as fresh each day as the dew from 
heaven. Why do they not gather it in- 
stead of making false charges against 
those who do?

In 
the latter event contraction of the cur- 
rency, rapid and disastrous in its effects, 
would result, with no power having author- 
ity to check it. Or would they repudiate 
their obligation to pay gold when it became 
burdensome, just as a few years ago the 
banks of New York repudiated their ob- 
ligation to pay money? This is the more 
likely course for them to adopt, and its 
adoption would leave the nation doing busi- 
ness with a great mass of irredeemable pa- 
per currency controlled by a s.ngle well- 
organized association, and subject to ex- 
pansion or contraction at the pleasure and 
for the profit of the banks.

A BOLD ROBBERY 
_IN DAYLIGHT. 


THE VICTIMS WERE A WOMAN 
AND A LITTLE GIRL. 


POLICE OFFICIAL IGNORANT. 


Laclede Avenue the Scene of an Ex- 
citing Incident on Sunday 
Afternoon. 


A day-light robbery occurred Sunday on 
Laclede avenue. 

The police learned of it several hours 
afterwards. It came to Capt. Boyd of the 
Seventh District as a rumor, and he took 
no action in the matter because he thought 
the robbery had been done outside of his 
district. 

He thought this because he didn’t know 
the limits of the territory over which he Its 
supposed to preside. 

This is what happened:

There were two men in the rig. Both. 


were well dressed, and to all. ap - 
ances they were out for a pleasure drive. 

As the wagon approached the woman and 
the little girl, the driver pulled up short. 

The other man jumped from the rig and 
ran around it toward the woman. 

She screamed in alarm, while the little girl 
sought safety behind her mother’s &kirts 
and held tightly to her mother’s purse and 
gloves which she had been carrying. 

The man pushed the mother aside and 
snatched the purse and gloves from the little 
girl’s hands, 

The driver whipped up his horse and the 
robber jumped into the wagon. 

The woman’s screams attracted Alfr 
Winfrey, a colored man, living near the 


‘scene of the robbery. 


Winfrey pursued the wagon and was 
nearly up with it when the man who had 
stolen the purse stood up and pulled a re- 
volver and covered the colored man with it. 
Winfrey gave up the chase. 

The wagon drove as far west as Boyle 
avenue and turned north. 

The robbery was witnessed by scores of 
promenaders on Laclede avenue. 

The thief took his time, but onlookers 
were so surprised at the boldness of t 
deed that thev did not recover their wits 
until the wagon was on its way up the 
street. 

M. E. McCarthy of 4046 Laclede avenue 
saw the robbery from a second story_win- 
dow. He. was dressing and reached the 
street as the wagon was driving off. . 

Search was instituted for a policeman, 
but none could be found. 

The woman refused to give her name. 
She said she lived on Compton avenue. The 
child was almost hysterical after the rob- 
bery. The woman said there was only §2 
in the purse. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
Seventh District Police Station Monday 
morning and asked Capt. Boyd what he 
knew about the robbery. P 

“Why,” said Capt. Boyd, as if bored, “IT 
heard somebody say something about a rob- 
bery out around the circus grounds yes- 
terday, but we have nothing on it. 

“T understood it oecurred near 404 La- 
clede avenue,”’ said the reporter. 

“Oh, if that’s the case, it wasn’t in our 
district. It’s in the Sixth,” said the cap- 
tain. 

When the reporter asked the desk ser- 
geant to call up the Sixth District Station, 
the sergeant said’ 

“That's in our district.’’ 

Capt. Boyd came out of his private office 
and said: 

‘No, 4046 Laclede avenue is in the Sixth, 
isn’t it?’’ 

“No, it’s in our district,”’ said the ser- 
geant. 3 

“Ie it? I thought it was in Campbell's 
district,’ said the captain. Then he turned 
to the reporter and said: 

“T think you can find out all about it out 
around the circus grounds.”’ 

“Why can’t you find out at the same 
place?’ asked the reporter. : 

“Oh,” gaid the captain, “it can’t amount 
to much, None of our men have report- 
ed it.” 

If Capt. Boyd should take the poms to 

look into the back of the city directory 
he will find that his district embraces La- 
clede avenue as far west as King’s high- 
way.

10 inches High. with a black mustache. He 
wore a neat black suit and a slouch hat.

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TOWN REVIVAL SERVICES

Rev. Dr. Mathews at the Century and Messrs.

There was a remarkable gathering of 
people in the Century Theater Sunday even- 
ing.
